Would Eventually Drive Best Type

Those who advocate low salaries 
for school teachers neglect to con¬ 
sider two important facts. One Is 
that the profession must he made 
attractive to the best of our young 
men and young women, and one of 
the most effective ways of making it 
attractive is to pay higher salaries. 

The second is that unduly low pay 
for teachers will mean that fewer 
and fewer will enter the teaching 
profession, with an eventual serious 
shortage of school Instructors. 

When we are dealing with the 
future of our country, we cannot 
afford to be penny-pinching. The 
very highest type of young men and 
women are needed to guide and in¬ 
fluence our boys and girls, and they 
cannot be obtained unless salaries 
are paid commensurate with their 
needs and requirements. — Guelph 
Mercury.
